1  BELIEVE  unless  we  have  ambition  to  accomplish  things 
and  to  do  things  that  we  amount  to  but  little  in  the  battle  of  life. 
I  know  nothing  at  the  present  time  that  seems  to  me  sadder  than 
the  number  of  our  people  who  are  losing  the  spirit  of  integrity 
and  devotion  and  ambition  to  do  things.  It  seems  to  me  all 
wrong.  Every  individual  should  have  a  desire  to  grow  and  in- 
crease in  capacity  and  in  ability  to  do  things.  Certainly  by  mere 
exertion  of  will,  by  mere  desire,  we  accomplish  nothing.  We 
must  put  with  that  desire  the  labour  to  accomplish  the  things 
we  desire.  I  am  sure  that  a  young  man  who  is  perfectly  satisfied 
with  what  he  is  doing,  although  he  may  be  doing  very  little,  and 
has  no  ambition  to  do  more,  will  stand  still.  But  I  am  convinced 
that  every  individual  can  improve  from  day  to  day,  from  year 
to  year,  and  have  greater  capacity  to  do  things  as  the  years  come 
and  the  years  go.  I  believe  in  that  with  all  my  heart."  (President 
Heber  J.  Grant,  Era  41:391.) 

I  firmly  believe  that  our  young  people  (and  some  of  our 
older  ones  as  well)  here  in  our  beautiful  land  have  not  set  for 
themselves  goals  of  a  high  enough  standard.  Most  of  us  have 
been  endowed  with  good  backgrounds  and  therefore  we  should 
have  the  desire  to  pursue  a  course  that  will  lead  us  on  to  success. 
The  prophets  of  the  Lord  have  instructed  us  to  gain  knowledge 
and  wisdom  and  to  put  our  acquired  knowledge  into  practice. 
How  sad  it  is  when  we  learn  of  Latter-day  Saint  boys  and  girls, 
men  and  women,  who  ridicule  and  make  light  of  the  person  who 
has  gained  a  good  education  or  who  has  attained  success.  Those 
of  us  who  are  guilty  of  such  practices  ought  to  hang  our  heads 
in  shame. 

I  wonder  how  many  of  us  harbour  the  thought  that  the  world 
owes  us  a  living?.  We  ought  to  learn  early  in  life  that  it's  a  wise 
and  noble  practice  to  select  a  good  vocation  and  stick  to  it.  I 
mean  a  vocation  that  we  are  suited  to  and  one  that  we  can  put 
all  our  heart  and  mind  into.  When  we  seek  employment  with 
a  good  firm  and  they  go  more  than  half  way  with  us  we  should 
have  the  gumption  to  be  loyal  to  that  firm.  Many  times  a  year 
we  hear  of  someone  who  has  "chucked  up"  his  job  because  the 
employer  refused  to  grant  him  a  holiday.  This  practice  should 
cease  for  it  is  unsound.  A  person's  reputation  is  too  precious  to 
be  marred  by  a  senile  decision  such  as  this. 

The  idea  persists  with  some  that  it's  a  disgrace  to  work.  As 
Latter-day  Saints  let's  do  away  with  this  false  notion.  The 
Authorities  of  the  Church  have  never  told  us  anything  that  would 
lead  us  to  believe  that  work  is  a  disgrace — on  the  contrary — 
they  have  and  are  continually  advising  us  to  be  anxiously 
engaged  in  a  good  cause  and  to  put  in  an  honest  days  work  for 
the  pay  we  receive. 

If  we  never  learn  anything  else  we  ought  to  learn,  while 
young,  that  the  good  things  of  life  are  obtained  only  by  honest 
effort.  Knowledge,  willingness  to  work,  and  loyalty  to  our  pur- 
suits are  virtues  worth  cultivating.

TEMPLE  SITE  SECURED  IN 
SWITZERLAND.  Glasgow,  Scot- 
land. .  .  .  Announcement  of  the 
purchase  of  a  site  in  Berne, 
Switzerland,  for  the  first  Euro- 
pean temple  of  the  Church  of 
Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-Day  Saints 
was  made  late  Tuesday  by  Presi- 
dent David  O.  McKay. 

President  McKay  made  the  an- 
nouncement in  Glasgow,  Scot- 
land, just  a  few  hours  before  he 
boarded  a  Scandinavian  Airlines 
plane  to  return  to  the  United 
States. 

President  McKay  announced 
in  Glasgow  that  he  had  obtained 
the  site  for  the  temple  at  Berne 
and  that  full- details  of  the  costs 
and  plans  of  the  temple  will  be 
discussed  later.  "  The  site  has 
been  secured  at  Berne  and  fur- 
ther negotiations  are  under  way," 
he  said. 

President  McKay  told  the 
United  Press  in  Glasgow  that 
40,000  of  the  world  membership 
of  1,370,000  of  the  Church  of 
Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints 
reside  in  Europe,  and  of  that 
number  half  lived  in  Switzerland 
and  Germany. 

He  explained  that  the  temple 
would  serve  the  entire  European 
area  and  would  become  a  sacred 
edifice  in  Europe  where  the 
ordinances  of  the  Church  will 
be  administered  to  the  faithful. 

As  President  McKay  left  the 
Glasgow  Airport  he  closed  one  of 
the  outstanding  chapters  in  his 
long  career  as  a  Church  leader. 
It  was  an  eght- weeks  tour  of 
all  European  Missions  of  the 
Church.  He  expressed  great 
satisfaction  with  the  state  of  the 
Church   in   Europe. 

ALL-CHURCH  GOLF  TOUR- 
NAMENT. Despite  the  late  hour, 
a  brand  new  feature  to  the  All- 
Church  Golf  Tournament  has 
just  been  added  to  enhance  its 
appeal  to  the  golfers  of  the 
Church.  As  an  added  attraction 
to  the  tourney  at  the  Ogden  Golf 
and  Country  Club  on  July  28, 
29  and  30.  a  special  meet  for 
golfers  55  years  of  age  and  older 
will  be  conducted.  It  will  be 
known  as  the  "  Senior  Tourna- 
ment." 

Holding  a  Senior  tournament 
will  make  it  clear  that  golf  is 
a  game  for  both  young  and  those 
older,  and  also  that  the  All- 
Church    athletic    programme    is 


for  everyone,  the  committee  said. 
A  tournament  of  this  kind  should 
also  develop  a  good  deal  of 
sociability  and  further  interest 
in  the  golf  programme  of  the 
Church. 

Any  worthy  Latter-day  Saint 
man  55  years  of  age  can  com- 
pete and  needs  only  to  inform 
either  his  division  athletic  super- 
visor or  the  general  offices  of  the 
Young  Men's  MIA,  at  50  North 
Main  Street,  in  Salt  Lake  City. 

The  second  annual  All-Church 
Tournament  is  expected  to  draw 
the  cream  of  western  state  link- 
sters. 

The  tourney  proper  opens 
Monday  with  18  holes  of  quali- 
fying medal  play  followed  by  one 
round  match  play.  The  16  top 
qualifiers  will  battle  it  out  in  the 
championship  flight,  with  addi- 
tional flights  of  eight  posted 
down  through  the  field. 

Additional  interest  has  been 
added  to  the  tournament  with 
the  announcement  that  George 
Schneiter,  Utah's  most  renowned 
"  playing  pro,"  will  provide  an 
annual  medalist  prize  for  the 
tourney. 

SUNDAY  SCHOOLS  OF  THE 
CHURCH  NOTE  GROWTH. 
Every  Sunday  329,356  members 
of  the  Church  attended  Sunday 
School,  it  was  announced  this 
week  by  Richard  E.  Folland, 
executive  secretary  of  the  Deseret 
Sunday  School  Union,  in  com- 
pleting the  annual  report. 

The  annual  report  was  com- 
pleted this  week  by  Elder  Folland 
and  his  two  statisticians,  LaVar 
L.  Sorenson  and  Hal  Hales. 

Largest  of  the  classes,  accord- 
ing to  the  report,  is  the  Gospel 
Doctrine,  which  has  a  member- 
ship of  134,133  persons  in  the 
stakes   and   missions. 

Tnroughout  the  Church  there 
are  1672  ward  Sunday  Schools, 
and  2076  home  and  branch 
Sunday  Schools. 

Including  stake  board  workers, 
there  are  53,552  officers  and 
teachers  serving  in  the  Sunday 
Schools  of  the  Church  with  41,281 
persons  serving  in  the  wards  and 
stakes,  and  12,519  serving  in  the 
mission  fields. 

Tne  annual  report  reveals  that 
there  are  626,418  persons  enrolled 
in  Sunday  Schools  and  that  the 
average  attendance  of  329,356 
persons  is  34  per  cent,  of  the 
enrollment. 
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.  .  .  should  I  have  a  religion?  Should  I 
belong  to  a  church?  Is  it  really  necessary? 
These  are  the  questions  that  many  good, 
honest,  but  misled  people  are  asking.  The 
answer  to  these  questions  is  definitely 
YES!!  Religion  is  a  distinct  and  necessary 
part  of  man  and  his  life.  But  just  what  is 
religion?  The  dictionary  defines  religion  as 
any  system  of  faith  and  worship;  the  out- 
ward belief  in  a  supreme  or  superior  being. 
Sometimes  we  find  that  religion  and 
philosophy  are  confused  and  used  inter- 
changeably; but  philosophy,  according  to 
Webster,  is  the  study  of  the  causes  of  all 
phenomena  both  of  mind  and  matter.  Re- 
ligion embodies  spiritual  factors  whereas 
philosophy  doesn't  necessarily  pertain  to 
spirituality.  However  in  many  cases  re- 
ligion and  philosophy  are  closely  related, 
especially  when  philosophy  is  not  just  poor 
rationalization;  but  is  a  good,  healthful, 
and  honest  outlook  on  life. 

To  ask,  "why  religion?"  is  almost  the 
same  as  to  ask  "Why  life?"  Ever  since  there 
has  been  a  record  of  man  there  has  been 
some  form  of  religion.  Sociologists  tell  us 
that  early  man  needed  explanations  for  the 
super  natural  and  the  "magical''  things 
that  went  on  about  him.  The  pre-historic 
man  could  not  understand  all  that  went  on 
about  him — he  needed  an  explanation — 
hence,  what  is  commonly  known  as  religion 
began;  a  religion  of  beLeving  in  super- 
natural powers.  Most  characteristic  of 
these  pagan  religions  were   perhaps   their 


polytheistic  views  of  many  gods,  such  as 
the  gods  of  the  sun,  wind,  rain,  and  the 
other  elements.  As  man  continued  in  his 
progression  he  began  to  understand  more 
and  more  about  the  mysteries  of  life;  but 
his  religion  did  not  terminate.  From  the 
spiritual  standpoint  we  find  that  the  true 
and  living  God  revealed  His  will  and  com- 
mandments to  mankind  and  the  prophets  of 
old  prophesied  and  told  of  their  testimonies 
concerning  Him.  But  in  the  various  periods 
of  time  the  true  teachings  of  the  Lord  were 
corrupted  because  of  the  weaknesses  of  the 
people  and.  their  evil  ways.  Thus  religion 
progressed  and  retrogressed  through  the 
ages  of  time.  Nevertheless  it  has  played  an 
important  part  with  the  development  of 
men  and  their  civilizations.  From  religion, 
our  habits,  customs,  mores,  laws,  and 
ethics  have  all  sprung.  "No  civilization 
had  developed  without  some  kind  of  re- 
ligion .  .  .  Our  systems  of  ethics  and  govern- 
ment all  have  their  roots  in  religious 
soils."1  A  study  of  governments,  men, 
sociology,  literature,  and  almost  all  his- 
torical events  prove  this  to  be  true  and 
prove  that  man  cannot  live  without  a  re- 
ligion of  some  type. 

But  what  part  does  religion  play  with  the 
individual  and  his  personal  life?  Each  of 
us  need  religion  and  religious  activities  for 
our  growth  and  development;  no  person  is 
complete  without  it.  William  H.  Danforth2 
in  his  book  entitled  "I  Dare  You,"  brings 
out  the  point  that  for  a  well-balanced  life 
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Elder  Casper 

a  person  needs  religion.  He  pictures  the 
life  of  a  well  balanced  individual  as  a  per- 
fect square,  and  calls  it  the  "four-square 
life.''  He  makes  each  side  of  the  square 
equal  and  labels  them  "physical"  on  the 
left  side,  "mental"  on  the  top,  "social"  on 
the  right  side  and  he  labels  the  bottom  of 
his  square  "religion."  He  feels  that  each 
side  of  the  square  should  be  equal  and  kept 
that  way  .  .  .  that  an  individual's  life  should 
not  be  in  such  a  condition  that  it  would 
make  the  plan  of  the  square  unequal  or 
lop-sided.  From  this  picture,  he  builds 
his  own  life  and  he  dares  others  to  do  like- 
wise. 

From  Mr.  Danforth's  square  we  find  that 
religion  would  affect  the  other  sides  of  his 
four-square  life.  (It  might  be  of  signifi- 
cance to  note  that  he  places  religion  as  the 
base  of  his  square.)  However  all  four  sides 
are  needed  for  a  well-balanced  life  and 
they  interlock  with  each  other  a  great  deal 
and  especially  so  when  connected  with  the 
truths  of  the  Restored  Gospel.  Religion 
would  enter  into  physical  life,  and  in  turn, 
they  would  tie  into  the  social  aspect  of 
man's  life.  Most  important,  perhaps,  be- 
cause mental  attitude  counts  for  so  much  in 
whatever  we  undertake  to  do.  We  are 
told  that  for  good  mental  health  we  must 
have  a  purpose  and  be  able  to  understand 
that  purpose.  Purpose  includes  such  fac- 
tors as  an  aim,  a  plan,  a  desire,  a  knowledge 
of  why  and  how.  The  one  unfailing  source 
of  these  factors  is  through  a  religious 
belief. 

In  connection  with  daily  activity  we  see 
that  religion  is  needed  at  all  times  and 


especially  in  the  home.  Religion  should  be 
the  basis  for  the  home  and  home  living  be- 
cause it  brings  co-operation  among  the 
members  of  the  family,  better  understand- 
ing, and  more  love  for  one  another.  A  home 
with  a  common  religion  is  a  home  that  is 
more  stable  and  concrete. 

But  religion  must  go  further  than  indi- 
viduals and  families;  it  must  reach  out  into 
groups  and  communities.  Many  people 
have  a  religion  but  do  not  belong  to  any 
specific  denomination  or  church.  They 
rationalize  or  argue  that  they  are  religious 
people;  they  study  the  Bible,  are  good 
neighbours,  and  don't  bother  anyone  else. 
But  still  these  people  should  belong  to  a 
church  and  attend  meetings  and  associate 
with  others  who  share  a  common  belief. 
They  need  the  personal  contact  that  comes 
to  individuals  by  associating  with  others. 
They  need  to  know  the  ideas  and  opinions 
of  others  and  to  keep  up  with  what  the 
rest  of  the  world  is  doing  in  regards  to  re- 
ligious matters.  So,  even  though  one  has 
a  philosophical  belief  and  religion,  he  still 
needs  to  belong  to  a  church  or  denomina- 
tion. 

Many  people  think  we  don't  need  re- 
ligion today.  They  feel  that  with  all  that 
science  has  developed  that  there  is  no  need 
for  religion  and  that  it  is  a  waste  of  time 
and  effort.  Any  clear  thinking  person  can 
see  through  this  false  rationalization. 
Science  will  never  replace  religion.  We 
still  have  not  reached  that  degree  of  per- 
fection where  we  can  get  along  without  a 
supreme  being  and  still  live.  "Unless  we 
are  willing  to  prepare  for  a  new  'Dark  Age,' 
we  must  soon  acknowledge  that,  good  as 
we  may  think  we  are,  we  are  not  good 
enough  to  get  along  without  the  God  our 
forebears  found  indispensable."3 

Religion  is  such  a  necessity  to  our  lives 
that  there  will  always  be  religion  as  long 
as  there  is  men  upon  the  earth.  Men  will 
always  seek  for  knowledge  and  truths  of 
God.  "Dr.  Charles  Steinmetz,  the  eminent 
scientist,  when  asked  what  line  of  research 
will  see  the  greatest  development  during 
the  next  fifty  years,  said:  'I  think  the  great- 
est discoveries  will  be  made  along  spiritual 
lines.  Some  people  will  learn  that  material 
things  do  not  bring  happiness  and  are  of 
little  use  in  making  men  and  women  crea- 
tive and  powerful.  Then  the  scientists  of 
the  world  will  turn  their  laboratories  over

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1  F  one  were  to  go  to  Italy,  one  could  see 
the  ancient  arts  of  the  Romans.  The  re- 
mains of  the  basilicas  which  is  an  oblong 
public  hall  of  exchange  or  assembly.  There 
are  very  few  of  the  huge  basilicas  remain- 
ing today.  The  oldest  one  with  which  we 
are  familiar  (dating  back  two  hundred 
years  before  the  birth  of  Christ)  was  dug 
out  of  the  ashes  of  Pompeii.  Here  we 
could  study  the  arts  of  the  Romans,  we 
could  see  their  concrete  arenas,  colosseums, 
and  theatres  and  we  would  know  that  they 
were  learned  in  the  Arts  of  Mankind. 

It  would  also  be  of  interest  to  study 
the  Egyptian,  Assyrian,  Babylonian,  and 
Greek  civilizations.  We  would  find  that 
they,  like  the  Romans,  had  arts  that  were 
outstanding. 

We  could  study  the  lives  of  some  of  the 
world's  great  men.  Men  learned  in  the 
arts.  Men  who  gained  fame  in  history, 
music,  acting,  sculpturing  and  writing.  I 
would  like  to  refer  to  one  man  who 
achieved  fame,  John  Cecil  Rhodes.  I  like 
Rhodes  because  he  was  big,  everything  he 
did  was  big.  Even  though  doctors  had  num- 
bered his  years,  he  came  to  South  Africa 


and  accomplished  great  things.  He  said  to 
Rosebery:  "Everything  in  the  world  is  too 
short.  Life,  fame  and  achievement,  every- 
thing is  too  short."  Rhodes  accomplished 
the  things  he  wanted  to,  but  as  much  as  I 
admire  him,  his  life  was  not  exemplary. 
When  asked  by  General  Booth  if  he  was 
happy,  he  said:  "Happy?  I  happy?  .  .  .  No!"' 

A  prominent  newspaper  of  America 
named  some  of  the  individuals  who  were 
considered  America's  most  successful  men 
twenty-five  years  ago.  The  subsequent  his- 
tory of  these  men  who  were  such  powers  in 
the  financial  and  industrial  world  shows 
two  bankrupts,  one  insane,  one  insolvent, 
two  who  have  served  time  in  prison,  and 
three  suicides. 

These  men,  like  the  ancient  Romans, 
Egyptians,  Assyrians,  Babylonians  and 
Greeks,  knew  how  to  make  money  and  gain 
fame  and  influence.  These  ancient  nations 
knew  how  to  construct  huge  buildings,  to 
paint,  to  make  cement  highways,  etc.,  but 
most  of  these  great  nations;  like  Rhodes, 
and  America's  most  successful  men  of 
twenty-five  years  ago  were  so  engrossed 
in  their  respective  calling  and  activities 
that  they  didn't  take  time  to  acquire  the 
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most  fundamental    and    important    know- 
ledge of  all.    "THE  ART  OF  LIVING." 

What  is  the  Art  of  Living? 

How  can  it  be  acquired? 

I  have  been  in  Latter-day  Saint  homes, 
where  that  Art  does  not  exist.  If  there  is 
any  place  it  should  exist  it  is  in  the  homes 
of  the  Latter-day  Saints.  Two  thousand 
years  ago  Christ  said:  ".lam  come  that  they 
might  have  life,  and  that  they  might  have 
it  more  abundantly."2  The  Church  of 
Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints,  is  the 
only  organization  on  the  face  of  the  earth 
where  all  of  the  truths  and  principles  of 
the  gospel  are  found.  If  the  art  of  living 
doesn't  exist  in  Latter-day  Saint  homes  it 
is  our  own  fault.  The  Gospel  embraces 
everything;  all  love,  joy,  and  happiness;  all 
we  could  ever  hope  for  and  ever  expect  to 
have.  When  we  do  not  have  the  "Abundant 
Life"  we  can  blame  it  on  no  one  but  our- 
selves. 

The  ABUNDANT  LIFE,  The  HAPPY 
LIFE,  The  ART  OF  LIVING,  is  summed  up 
in  the  words  of  Christ.  When  asked  by  the 
rich  young  man,  "What  shall  I  do  that  I 
may  have  eternal  life?"  He  replied:  "... 
if  thou  wilt  enter  into  life,  Keep  the  Com- 
mandments."3 

Since  I  have  been  here  in  South  Africa, 
it  has  made  my  heart  ache  to  go  into  homes 
of  Latter-day  Saints,  where  the  gospel 
hasn't  done  a  thing  for  the  parents  of  that 
home  or  their  families.  Then  I  have  re- 
joiced when  I  have  gone  into  homes,  where 
the  gospel  has  helped  the  members  of  that 
home.  When  they  have  changed  from  their 
old  ways  to  ways  of  righteousness,  cleanli- 
ness, love  for  God  and  love  for  each  other 
and  their  fellow  men.  And  I  have  com- 
pared the  home  where  the  gospel  has 
meant  something  to  that  family  and  made 
such  a  change  in  their  lives,  to  the  family 
that  hasn't  been  changed  by  these  truths, 
the  home  where  the  ABUNDANT  LIFE 
does  not  exist.  It  has  been  my  observation 
that  the  unhappy  Latter-day  Saint  home 
has  not  been  a  house  of  the  Lord.  These 
people  have  not  been  living  or  even  trying 
very  hard  to  live  the  commandments  of 
-God.  They  wonder  why  they  are  not 
happy,  why  their  home  isn't  a  home  of 
love,  and  cleanliness.  Why  they  struggle 
through  life  wondering  where  the  next 
penny  is  coming  from.  And  yet  with  all 
their  wondering  they  shirk  their  church 
duties,  avoid  paying  tithing,  break  the 
word  of  wisdom,  forget  family  prayer,  for- 


get secret  prayers,  make  excuses  for  stay- 
ing away  from  church;  and  they  avoid,  for- 
get, and  cast  aside  many  of  the  other  duties 
of  a  Latter-day  Saint.  Then  they  wonder 
why  they  are  not  happy  in  their  homes, 
why  love  does  not  exist  there.  They,  like 
the  ancient  Romans,  have  not  taken  time 
to  learn  the  ART  OF  LIVING.  Even 
though  that  Art  is  so  near  to  them,  if  only 
they  would  take  advantage  of  the  gospel 
with  which  they  are  already  affiliated. 

".  .  .  .  and  we  have  sought  for  happiness 
in  doing  iniquity,  which  thing  is  contrary 
to  the  nature  of  that  righteousness  which  is 
in  our  great  and  Eternal  Head."1 

Every  Latter-day  Saint,  in  fact  every  one 
in  the  world  seems  to  be  seeking  for  one 
common  thing,  an  Abundant  and  Happy 
Life,  however  too  many  Latter-day  Saints 
and  most  of  the  people  in  the  world  are 
seeking  for  it  in  the  wrong  way  and  in  the 
wrong  places. 

According  to  the  early  historian 
Josephus,  when  Moses  was  120  and  was 
about  to  be  taken  from  this  life.  He  com- 
manded the  children  of  Israel  that  they 
should  be  gathered  together  that  he  might 
tell  them  by  what  means  they  could  be- 
come happy.  Then  Moses,  with  the 
thought  of  happiness  for  the  children  of 
Israel,  instructed  them: 

"O  Children  of  Israel!  There  is  one  source 
of  happiness  for  all  mankind,  the  favour 
of  God;  for  he  alone  is  able  to  give  good 
things  to  those  that  deserve  them,  and  to 
deprive  those  of  them  that  sin  against  him; 
towards  whom,  if  you  behave  yourselves 
according  to  his  will,  and  according  to  what 
I,  who  well  understand  his  mind,  do  exhort 
you  to,  you  will  both  be  esteemed  blessed, 
and  will  be  admired  by  all  men;  and  will 
never  come  into  misfortune,  nor  cease  to 
be  happy  .  .  .  ,"s 

If  we  as  Latter-day  Saints  would  listen 
to  the  words  of  the  Prophets  of  God  today; 
if  we  would  listen  to  President  David  O. 
McKay,  who  so  well  understands  the  will 
of  the  Lord,  we  would  have  a  happy  and 
abundant  life.  If  we  would  follow  the 
teachings  and  commandments  of  the  gospel 
we  would  know  the  ART  OF  LIVING. 

Anything  in  life  that  is  worth  having  is 
worth  working  for.  We  can't  sit  on  an 
easy  chair  all  day,  every  day  and  expect 
the  Lord  to  bring  us  an  abundant  and 
happy  life  on  a  silver  platter.

2  tablespoons  shortening 
2  tablespoons  sugar 

1  teaspoon  salt 


i  cup  lukewarm  water 
1  well-beaten  egg 
3£  cups  flour. 
1  cake  fresh  or  1  package 
granular  yeast 


Combine  milk,  shortening,  sugar  and  salt  and  cool  to  lukewarm. 
Add  yeast  softened  in  lukewarm  water.  Add  egg.  Gradually 
stir  in  flour  to  form  soft  dough.  Beat  vigorously:  cover  and  let 
rise  in  warm  place  until  double  in  bulk,  about  2  hours.  Turn 
out  on  lightly  floured  surface  and  knead  slightly.  Roll  \  inch 
thick.  Brush  with  melted  fat,  then  cut  into  2  inch  pieces  and 
place,  cut  side  down,  in  greased  muffin  pans.  Let  rise  until 
double  in  bulk.  Then  bake  at  400°  F.  for  20  minutes.  Makes  2 
dozen  rolls.

When  that  day  comes, 
the  world  will  see  more  advancement  in 
one  generation  than  it  has  seen  in  the  last 
four.'  "4 

That  time  has  arrived  and  that  advance- 
ment is  being  made.  It  may  not  be  general 
as  of  yet  but  is  certainly  showing  a  ten- 
dency of  becoming  that  way  more  and  more 
each  day.  That  is  why  we,  as  members  of 
the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day 
Saints  are  so  fortunate — because  we  see  not 
only  the  need  for  churches  and  religion  but 
we  see  the  need  for  the  true  and  simple 
teachings  of  our  Saviour;  and  what  is 
more  important  we  have  the  words  of  the 
Lord  revealed  to  us  in  these  last  days.
